rival she was taken to the home of the 
young man's parents and whose reputa- 
tion, especially that of the father, is 
no better than that of his son.

periodical outbreak so common at the 
home broke out and she was driven 
away. 
Flaving no one to whom she 
could go for help she was taken to the 
trustee for aid, that she might return to 
her parents' home."

Under 
the terms of the agreement the right of 
the employes to organize is conceded 
and the two companies 
promised 
to 
treat with committees of their employe» 
in considering grievances. 


A demand for increased wages will be 
discussed by committees not later than 
August 30, and if they 
fail 
on 
the 
agreement the controversy will be sub- 
mitted to arbitration. 
Strikes by em- 
ployes of the Second avenue, Queens and 
Staten Street Railway system have not 
yet been adjusted, but the men believe 
thiey would be granted concessions sim- 
ilar to those given other lines.

Cummins Declares Many 
Democrats Vote Against 


Their Judgment.

Washington, Aug. 8.—Senator Cum- 
mins today charged President Wilson 
with forcing democrats in the house and 
senate to adopt legislation against their 
judgment .and told opponents of the 
child labor bill, who contend it is un- 
constitutional, that the presidential as- 
sumption of legislative functions was 
more a menace to the constitution than 
the passage of any measure. 


"There hiis not been a single import- 
ant measure passed since 1913 in which 
democratic congressmen have not felt 
the heavy hand of the executive," said 
the senator. "Those senators who see an 
invasiCtfi of state rights and a menace 
in the passage .of the present bill, ignore 
the graver violations of the constitution 
exliibited every day during this sesson." 


Senator Robinson asked Senator Cum- 
mins to <be more specific in his com- 
plaints, but the senator from Iowa de- 
clared he had taken up the subject only 
because Senator Hardwick 
had 
prev- 
iously asserted that President Wilson 
had violated his conception of the con- 
stitution in urging this legislation.

Admiral Sir Cyprian Bridge 
Comments on America's 


Naval Plans. 


DECIJIBES ACTION 


SEEMS TIMELY 


Asserts That Panama Canal 
Justifies Movement for 
Better Protection. 


London, July 28.—(Correspondence of 
the American Press.)—The naval pro- 
gram of the United States is a modest 
one in the opinion of Admiral Sir Cy- 
prian Bridge, retired, one of England's 
greatest naval experts and counsellors. 
Admiral Bridge was formerly comman- 
der-in-chief of the Australian forces and 
director of naval intelligence. 
Since his 
retirement he has. served on numerous 
commissions 
inquiring 
into 
various 
branches of naval activity. 
• 


"I 
cannot 
regard," 
said 
Admiral 
Bridge, "that naval appropriation and 
the plan agreed upon by the United 
States senate as 
more 
than modest, 
considered in connection with resources 
and requirement, or when we remember 
that the strength of the police force 
should be cofnmensurate with the treas- 
ures that tempt. 


"The 
action 
of 
your 
government 
seems timely. 
I. have been one of those 
who consider the Panama canal as an 
even greater appeal for defensive pur- 
poses than for commercial 
advantage, 
and I believe that a larger naval pro- 
gi am for your country certainly is justi- 
fied by the inability to place perfect 
confidence in the canal's availability on 
account of the slides now and then. 
It 
appears that your naval experts have 
duly considered this point in making 
provision for lo7 additional ships, in- 
cluding sixteen capital ships in a pro- 
tfram to be completed within the next 
three years. 
With our present strength 
such an addition will indeed place your 
nower on the ocean second to that of 
Britain. 


"Notwithstanding some divergence of 
opinion on the subject, I think that it 
is quite safe to say that the lessons of 
naval engagements 
in 
the war 
have 
justified generally accepted division into 
classes 
of 
fighting 
crafts—^battleships, 
heavy and light cruisers, destroyers and, 
perhaps, submarines. 


Submarine Not a Factor. 


"I use the qualifying word , with ref- 
erence to submarines, because in my 
opinion the submarine has not proved 
a very important fighting factor during 
the present war. 
Perhaps, contrary to 
popular impression, tl^e submarine has 
affected only '^o a very slight degree the 
tonnage available for the martime pur- 
poses of the entente allies. 
Indeed the 
shortage 
of tonnage, which has been 
causing so much inconvenience, is due 
in an overwhelming proportion to the 
absorption of ships for naval purposes. 
Notwithstanding this fact the possibil- 
ity of the development of the subma- 
rine must not be left out of account. 


"It would accordingly seem wise to 
corjiider 
very 
carefully 
whether 
the. 
huge dimensions of 
the 
latest capital 
sliips are compatible with the possible 
employment in the near future of high- 
ly developed submarines. 


"Coming to the lesson of the battle 
of Jutland the most striking result to 
my mind was that the guns and not the 
torpedoe» were, generally speaking, the 
weapons .that told. . It is also of re- 
markable interest tp note the consider- 
ab'e period during which our ships were 
in action without being very seriously 
damaged by the 
German 
fire, 
which 
seems 
to confirm Admiral 
Farragut's 
argtnnent that the best armor is the re- 
turn fire. 


"Considering the large number of ship 
building yards at your disposal, it would 
seem plausible that you could, without 
inconvenience, turn out the sixteen cap- 
ital ' ships referred to in your program 
in the specified three years. And if the 
sixteen could be 
finished, 
as 
stated, 
tliere seems little ground to fear but 
what in these three years the 
other 
vessels called for could be 
completed. 
As to the gims. It would appear that 
they would be the least pressing por- 
tion of our problem, though they will 
have to proceed in taking form even 
morn rapidly,"

entomologist. 
No one section seems to 
be affected more than any other, the fly 
having appeared in the northern 
part 
about as much as in the southern part 
of the state. 


Mr. Wallace says the fly is not fatal 
to cattle, but reduces the vitality of the 
animal, and in the case of milch cows 
cuts down the supply of milk. 
Just how 
the larvae get into the animal's body is 
a disputed question, it is said, but there 
is no doubt that in some manner the 
eggs laid by the fly in the hair on the 
body get into the body, hatch and then 
the larvae burrow through the flesh un- 
til they are just beneath the skin. \Vhat 
is the best remedy also is a matter of 
dispute. 
The 
larvae 
under 
the 
skin 
cause the animal much discomfort, and 
to relieve that the larvae must be press- 
ed out. 
In addition to injuring 
the 
general health of the cattle affected the 
hides are greatly reduced in value if 
the animals happen to be those butch- 
ered.

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A Badly Needed Law 


Some one has suggested the need of a law placing certain restric- 
tions and conditions in the trading or selling of automobiles, a law- 
similar to that governing horse trading. 
The suggestion is timely 
and one upon which the next legislature should take action. 
We 
well remember when misrepresenting the condition of a horse to a 
prospective purchaser was almost an every day occurrence and the 
fellow who could "swap a hoss" that had heaves without letting the 
other fellow know of its ailment, was a hero. Defects in the animal 
to be traded were covered up by various methods that were known to 
a man engaged in that sort of business. But there has been a great 
change. 
Laws were passed and today the person who knowingly 
misrepresents a horse that he is going to trade or sell is liable to have 
to answer for it in a court of .iustice. 


The same evil that existed years ago regarding trading and sell- 
ing of horses is now being practiced with automobiles just as vicious- 
ly and cuiuiingiy. The average person who buys an automobile has 
about as much knowledge of an automobile engine as a city boy has 
about farming. As a matter of fact, it is a much easier matter to 
cover up defects in an automobile than it use to be to cover up a 
bad case of heaves in a horse.

At the August meeting of 
the federal trade commission, it seems 
to us, it might be well to take up the 
problem forced by the makers of print 
paper. Assuming the trade commission 
is intended to act for the public as a 
check against rapacity in business, it 
seems to us it is necessary and timely 
to call attention to the print paper sit- 
uation as one of the problems rightly 
to be considered. Where near-monopoly 
or combination reaches tlie power and 
potency displayed today by the inter- 
ests that absolutely control the print 
paper supply and the paper market, it 
appears the federal trade commission is 
overdue for an investigation and reme- 
dial action. 
As tho New York World 
points out, the evidences of conspiracy 
to force prices up and to maintU,in the 
higher cost of newspaper print are too 
plain to be disregarded. It would seem 
that it should not be necessary to call 
the attention of tho federal trade com- 
mission to the situation. 
If a protest 
by the trade commission does not avail 
a federal grand jury investigation might 
prove interesting, if not effective. In 
the meantime newspapers all over tho 
coimtry are victims of extortion and 
the effects of systematic boosting of 
paper prices aro reaching and affecting 
the public as well as the press.

But He Does Not Explain 
That Certain Conditions 
Were Inherited. 


Indianapolis, 
Aug. 
8.—Candidate 
Hughes was much perturber because, a.s 
he declared, labor conaitions were deplor- 
able at the time and immediately follow- 
ing the passage of the Underwood tariff. 
Mr. Candidate Hughes did not explain 
that these conditions were inherited from 
the republicans. 
That since that time 
conditions have had a chance to adjust 
themselves and that 
under democratic 
rule and under democratic laws tho coun- 
try has attained a condition of prosper- 
ity unprecedented. 


"Temporary prosperity," cries Mr. Can- 
didate Hughes. 
"With wheat selling in 
the primary markets of the west at $1.35 
a bushel or better," says the New York. 
World, "Mr. Hughes is going to hve a lot 
of trouble convincing the farmer that he 
is living in a "fool's paradise of tempor- 
ary prosperity. 
With 
the 
farmer, 
as 
with most other people, 
prosperity

prosperity and he will stick to it as long 
as it lasts." 


Indiana is not a producer of war mu- 
nitions. 
Quite the contrary. 
There are 
over forty thousand employers of labor 
in the state who are voluntarily operat- 
ing under the provisions of the work-, 
men's compensation law. 
These employ- 
ers report constantly to teh board. Once 
a month the board iiiakes a full report. 
The report for the month of Ju4y is most 
interesting in many respects.

Indiana has 
increased four 
dollars 
a 
week. 
Eiich month this average grows 
larger.

In this same connection the report 
just issued by the federal department 
of commerce has a special 
Interest.

"I had made a friend of a little child 
on board," 
said 
Professor Holborn. 
"We were eating luncheon when 
the 
shock came. 
I made a ru.sh for the 
child, got her into a lifeboat and said 
good-by, as I never expected to see 
her again. 


"I then went forward to the bow of 
the ship and jumped into the ocean. 
After three-quarters of an hour in the 
icy waters, and after I had given up 
all hope, I was rescued. 
The 
child 
was also saved and I have taken her 
into my family." 


The name of the child is Avis Dol- 
phin, 12-year-old daughter of a British 
officer who was killed in the Boer war. 
Her mother, who lives in Ontario, was 
sending her to England by two young 
women to be educated. Both the young 
women were drowned, and it was only 
because Dr. Holborn was 
an 
expert 
swimmer that he was able to survive 
the disastei". 


Professor Holborn comes from Scot- 
land and owns an island in the North 
sea near 
where L^jrd Kitchencr 
was 
lost. 
The name of the island is Ulti- 
ma Thüle, which means the end of the 
world. 
It is six miles square and con- 
tains 200 inhabitants, all of whom are 
Professor Holborn's tenants.

Completes His Paper.

Washington, Aug. 8.—Samples of the 
new half dollars, quarter dollars and 
dimes which are to be put into circula- 
tion some time late in August or early 
in September have reached the treasury 
department. 
These 
samples 
are not 
coinagc perfect, but show the artistic 
value of the designs. For the first time 
tlie legend "In Crod We Trust" is to ap- 
pear on the sUvei dimes of United States 
mintage. 


There has Seen some delay in perfect- 
ing the dies. It was expected that the 
new coins would be minted and in circu- 
lation by this time. 
The Philadelphia 
mint has found it impossible to accom- 
plish this. 
The coinage of the present 
designs of these coins will cease within 
the period of a year. 


Under the laws governing the coinage 
of the United States, designs and de- 
vices on any coin may not be changed 
within twenty-five years after adoption 
of existin<i ones. The emblems now ,in 
use on the half-dollar, quarter and dime 
were adopted in 1891. 


^Wide Interest in Subject. 
The law orescribes that the change of 
designs on coins shall be supervised by 
the director of the mint and. approved 
by the secretary of the treasury. The 
selection of the new designs has re- 
quired a good deal of patience and care, 
owing to the universal interest in the 
subiect and its historical importance. 


Although the law does not require 
that the fine arts commission be con- 
sulted in connection with the changing 
of designs for coins, Secretary McAdoo 
instructed 
Director 
Woolley to sub- 
mit the designs for its criticism. 
The 
selections were passed upon by the com- 
mission as most satisfactory from an 
artistic point of view. 


Several sculptors were 
commissioned 
to submit sets of sketcli models. From 
more than 
fifty of these models Sec- 
ret r.rv 
McAdoo and Director Woolley 
seler'-pd three sets. 
In this a radical 
departure has been made, as heretofore 
tlie obverse side of the half dollar, quar- 
ter and dime have always carried the 
same 
design, an emblem symbolic of 
Lihcrtv. iJiid the reverse of the half- 
dollar and quarter dollar an eaffle of the 
-anio design. 
Only the reverse of the 
dime ha? been different. 


Its Popularity Waning. 
Director 
Woolley 
suggested 
varyyig 
the designs in ¡nr'or that vhc half-dol .ir 
might be given mor.^ individuality and 
thus 
restore 
its 
wani"g 
popularity, 
f^.t.ange to say, it has practically fallen 
into disuse. 


The design of the half-dollar bears a 
full-length figiire of T.iberty. the folds of 
the stars 
and 
stripes 
flying to the 
breezes as a background, progressmg 
full stride toward the dawn of a 
day, 
carrying 
branches of laurel 
oak.' symbolical of civil and military 
glorv. ' The hand of the figure is _ out- 
stretched in bestowal of the spirit of 
liberty. 


The reverse of the half-dollar shows 
an eagle, perched high upon a mountain 
crag, 
liis wings 
unfolded, frarle.'^s in 
spirit 
and 
conscious 
of 
his 
power. 
Springing from a rift in the rock is a 
sapling of mountain pine, symbolical of 
America. 
, . 


The design of the 25-cent piece is in- 
tended 
to typify, in a 
measure, the 
awakening interest of the country to 
its own protection. 
The law specifies 
that on the obverse of the coin not only 
the word "Liberty," but a representation 
of Liberty sliall be shown. 


In the new design Liberty is shown as 
a full-length figure, 
front 
view, with 
head turned toward the left, stepping 
forward to the gateway of the country, 
and on the wall' are inecribed the words 
"In Trod We Trust," which words also 
appear on the new half-dollar mentioned 
above. 
The left arm of the figure of 
Liberty is upraised, bearing the shield in 
the attitude of protection, from which 
tlie covering is being drawn. 
The right 
; l>and bears the olive branch of peace. 
I On the field above the head is inscribed 
^the Avord "Libertv." and on- the step 
'¡nder the feet, "1916." 
The reverse of this coin necessitates

Design of Dime Simple. 
The design of the dime, owing to the 
emallness of the coin, has been 
held 
quite simple. 
The obverse 
shows 
a 
head of Liberty with winged cap. The 
bead is firm and simple in form, the 
profile forceful. 


The reverse shows a design of the 
bundle of rods, with battle ax, known 
as "fasces,' and symbolical 
of 
Uhity, 
wherein lies the nation's strength. Sur- 
rounding the fasces is a full foliaged 
branch of olive, symbolical of peace. 


Mr. MacXeil, the designer of the qui*r- 
ter-dollar, was born in Chelsea, Mass., 
in 1866.

Japan's Selection of Minis- 
ter to China Regarded 
as Significant. 


Tokio, July 10.—(Correspondence of 
The ABBociated 
PresB.)—The 
appoint- 
ment of Baron Oonsuk« Hayashi as min- 
isteV to China aimultanèouBly with-the 
announcement of the Russo-Japanese al- 
liance i9 regarded here as being of great 
significance and as opening a new chap- 
ter in the relationB between Japan and 
the Chinese republic. 
Baron Hayashi 
was ambasBador to Italy at the time of 
his selection for th« poat at Pekin, at 
which capital he served as minister sev- 
eral years ago. The Japanese consider 
him one of their foremoit diplomats. He 
aecepted th« plao« pt P«kin» which bringB 


discussed, the Chinese situation with the 
representative of a prominent Japanese 
newspaper. 
He expressed the opinion 
that it was premature to conclude that 
the death of President Yuan Shi-kai ben- 
efited Japan. 
To China his death may 
have been fortuitous insofar as it has 
contributed to settling the turbulent 
situation. 
Still, what the final result 
would be remains to be seen. 


Baron Hayashi voiced his belief that 
conservatism and prudence should have 
the dominating influence'in dealing with 
the situation in China. 
He referred to 
the fact that at the last session of the 
diet there had occurred much discussion 
of the advisability of Japan 
guiding 
China. 
He said he considered it most 
impudent to speak of "guiding Cliina." 
He continued: 
"Modern Japan was not 
built in a day. Similarly it will take 
many more years before China awakens 
from her long dream and evolves from 
her two thousand years old institutions, 
social' organizations, Tcustoms and man- 
ners, and p>it8 on the new garb of mod- 
ern civilization. But it must come soon- 
er or later. 
Her commerce, industry and 
agriculture are destined to expand and 
her rich resourceB will bring an immense 
national wen^lth- when fully developed.' 
flirenttwliiini 
it will te üo other 


The minister concludied: 
"It is a 
good thing to attempt to unify national 
views 
respecting 
the policy 
towards 
Cliina, but it is to be desired that pol- 
iticians and publicista of this country, 
as well as the general public, should not 
be 'in haste' about the Chinese questions. 
When the proper tiihe arrives China will

fARMSJffi SOLDIERS 


Dominion Will Care for Her 
Fighting Men After 
War Ends. 


Montreal, Aurr. 8. -After the Euro- 
pean war the Canadian soldiers return- 
ing home will beronie farmers. 


Schemes to prepare farms in western 
Canada for cultivation by the men now 
at the front are bein;? considered b^' the 
Canadian government and big interests. 
The Canadian Pa cifie railroad is already 
prepared to invest $3,000,000 for this 
purpose. 


It is e.xpected 300,000 physically cap- 
able soldiers 
will return 
to 
Canada. 
These the government wants to send to 
Its uncultivated areas, for the develop- 
ment of the west. 


This is preparedness against the great 
unemployment problem bound to hit the 
Canadian cities at the end of the con- 
vict. 


The large tracts of land belonging to 
the Canadian Pacific will be divided into 
^rood-sized farms. The railroad will pro- 


vide each new farmer with a small work- 
ing capital and ti)e necessary plant, and 
will supervise his work until he shows 
he is competent to stand alone. 
Of 
course, the road expects to get its money 
back in due time. 


Besides 
Canadians, 
British 
soldiers 
are expected to come to Canada, and 
they will be cared for in the same way. 


The dominion and provincial govern- 
ments are at work on similar schemes. 
British Columbia, which controls its own 
lands, will foster the settlement and im- 
provement of its arable territory 
by 
passing ou< farms freely among the de- 
serving veterans. 


This system of land settlement, it is 
hoped, will relieve the tense economic 
situation expected to come after the war

Indianapolis, Aug. 8.—Another 
irre- 
futable argument in favor of the early 
discovery and treatment of tuberculosis 
has appeared in the form of the 1915 
annual report of the Tuberculosis hos- 
pital of Indiana. 
This report is avail- 
able without cost by addressing the su- 
perintendent of the institution at Rock- 
ville, Indiana. 


In the si.v listed grades of physical 
condition upon the discharge of the 211 
patients leaving the sanitarium in 1915, 
the incipient cases received the highest, 
the moderately advanced the next and 
the far advanced the lowest grades. 
But 
few died. Of the 108 incipient cases only 
two died, while of 79 moderately ad- 
vanced eight, and of the twenty-four far 
advanced twelve passed away within the 
year. That is, less than two per cent of 
tlie incipient failed to survive while ot 
tho moderately advanced ten per cent, 
and oT the far advanced 
fifty-one 
per 
cent are noted to have died. 
This in- 
stitution is designed only for the treat- 
ment of incipient cases. 
. • 


In view of tliesc figures, so clearly con- 
firmatory bf tlie teaclungs of the Indiana 
Society for the rreventiou of Tubercu- 
lo.sis, those persons who neglcct 
such 
symptoms as protracted cough, rise in 
afternoon temperature, being tired 
all 
the time, night sweats and bleeding of 
the lungs siiould rather be listed among 
those wlio liave committed suicide. 


An electric diet kitchen in each wing, 
white glass taoie tops, the development 
of a profitable dairy herd of twenty- 
four cows and a 8i)lendid poultry farm 
are features of tho state 
sanitarium 
which have made more congenial there 
tlie life of the patients. 


Two important features are needed to 
increase the eft'iciency and to further hu- 
manize the treatment which the state ex- 
teiul.s to those who occupy 
its 
beds. 
First, a social service or out patient de- 
partment which will assist the institu- 
tion to secure more precisely the sort of 
patients for •Which it was built 
and 
which it can most 
assist—everywhere 
such departments are connecting up with 
the home and relieving the anxiety upon 
the patient'.s mind by assisting in a 
proper plan for the family. 
The sana- 
torium method is the best known but 
still fails-if the man's wife and children 
arc at home 'starving. 
The out patient 
department discovers resources for the 
family. 


The second important 
need of 
the 
sanatorium is an infirmary where those 
either temporarily or permanently bed- 
fast may receive the more constant care 
of physicians and nurses. 
In its con- 
struction this need was overlooked, the 
institution being designed only for in- 
cipient cases. 


For these two items, which ^vill cost 
so little but which mean so much to the 
citizens who are playing "the lonesome 
game'' an appeal will doubtless be made 
to the 1917 legislature. 
The Stfete So- 
ciety for the Prevention of Tuberculosis 
in all parts of Indiana finds a readiness 
to take, one by one, the steps necessary 
to destroy the destroyer—tuberculosis.
